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Central Government by orders issued by it, from time tp time',' in 
consultation with the State Governments, of the number of vacancies 
to be filled on the results of each examination”;

administrative service (EMERGENCY COMMISSIONED 
SERVICE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS) (APPOINTMENT BY' 
COMPETITIVE EXAMINATION) REGULATIONS 1971 


G-S.R. 983. —In pursuance of rule 7A of the Indian Administrative Service- 
Recruitment) Rules. 1954, the Central Government, in consultation, with the State 
Governments and the Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the 
following regulations, namely:— 


1. Short title, commencement and duration.—(1) These regulations may be 
called the Indian Administrative Service (Emergency Commissioned and Short 
Service Commissioned Ollieers) (Appointment by Competitive Examination) Regu¬ 
lations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the OffleiaL' 
Gazette. 

(3) They shall remain in force up to the 28th January. 1974. 

2. Definitions.—(1) In these regulations, unle.ss the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘available vacancies’ means the vacancies in the Service which, as 

determined by the Central Government under the provisions of sub- 
rule (2) of rule 4 of the recruitment rules, are to be filled by released 
Emergency Commissioned or Short Service Commissioned Officers; 

(b) ‘Commission’ means the Union Public Service Commission; 

(c) ‘examination’ means a competitive examination for selection of released 

Emergency Commissioned or Short Service Commissioned Officers 
who were commissioned in the Armed Forces after the 1st November 
1962, for the purpose of filling vacancies in the All India and Central 
Services (Class I and Class II) reserved for them, held at such Inter¬ 
vals as the Central Government may, in consultation with the (Com¬ 
mission. from time to time, determine; 

(d) ‘list’ means the list of candidates prepared under regulation 8; 

(e) ‘recruitment rules’ means the Indian Administrative Service (Recruit¬ 

ment Rules). 1954; 

(f) ‘Release’ means— 

(1) release as per the scheduled year of release according to a phased 
programme in the case of Emergency Commissioned OflUcers, or 

(ii) release as pjer the scheduled year of release at the end of the tenure 
of their service in the case of Short Service Commissioned Officers, 
or 

(ill) invalidment owing to a disability attributable to or aggravated by 
military service, from the Armed Forces of the Union after a spell 
of service and not during or at the end of training, or during or at 
the end of Short Service Commission granted to cover the period 
of such training prior to being taken in actual service. 
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£xpla7tation.~~Thc expression “scheduled year of release” means — 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Commissioned Officers, the year 
in which they are due for release in accordance with the phased pro¬ 
gramme approved by the Government of India In the Ministry of 
Defence; and 

<ii) in so far as it relates to the Short Service Commissioned Officers, the 
year in which their normal tenure of five years or three years as 
Short Service Commissioned Officers is to expire, 

(e) 'Scheduled Castes’ and ‘Scheduled Tribes’ shall have the same mean¬ 
ings as are assigned to them in clauses (24) and (25) respectively of 
article 366 of the Constitution; 

(h) ‘Service’ means the Indian Administrative Service. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 
Itout defined in the recruitment rules shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
to them in those rules. 

3. Holding of examination.—(1) The examination shall be conducted by the 
Commission in the manner notified by the Central Government from time to time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eligibility.—In order to be eligible to compete at the examine- 
tion, a candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely;— 

(i) Nationality ,— (a) He must be a citizen of India; or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons as may, from time to time, 
be notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 


(ii) Age .—He must not have attained the age of 24 years on the 1st August 
of the year in which he joined the pre-Commission training in the 
Armed Forces of the Union; 

Provided that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Service Com¬ 
missioned Officer eligible to compete under the second proviso to clause (lii), shall 
not have attained on the crucial date aforesaid, such upper age limit, not exceeding 
24 years, as the Central Government may, having regard to the circumstances of 
the case, specify in this behalf: 


Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of candi¬ 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and such other 
categories of persons as may from time to time be notified in this behalf by the 
Central Government to the extent and subject to the conditions notified in respect 
of each category. 

(iiil Educational qualifications .—He must hold a degree of any University 
incorporated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India or 
other educational institutes established by an Act of Parliament or 
declared to be deemed as Universities under section 3 of the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission Act, 1P56 (3 of 1956), or a foreign Uni¬ 
versity, approved bv the Central Government from time to time, or 
possess a qualification which has been recognised by the (Central 
Government for the purposes of admission to the examination: 


Provided that— 

(a) in exceptional cases the Commission may treat as qualified a candidate 
who. though not possessing the qualification prescribed in this clause, 
has passed an examination, conducted b.y other institutes of a standard 
which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies the admission of the 
candidate to the examination; and 
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(b) a candidate who is otherwise qualified but who has taken a degree from 
a foreign University, which Is not approved by the Central Govern¬ 
ment may also be admitted to the examination at the discretion of the 
Commission. 

Note.— A candidate who has appeared at an examination, the passing of which 
would render him eligilble to appear at this examination, but has not been informed 
of the result, may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate, who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also apply provided the 
qualifying examination is completed before the commencement of thig examination, 
such candidates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but 
the admls.sion would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancellation if 
they do not produce proof of having passed the examination, as soon as possible, 
and in any case not later than two months after the commencement’ of this 
examination: 

Provided further that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Service 
Commissioned Officer, who, when he appeared before a Service Selection Board as 
a candidate for the grant of Emergency Commission or Short Service Commission 
in the Armed Forces, was studying in a recognised institution, that is to say, a 
University or an institution affiliated to a University, for the award of the educa¬ 
tional qualification prescribed for direct recruitment to the Indian Administrative 
Service, but who, having discontinued his studies because of joining the Armed 
Forces did not acquire such qualification, shall be eligible to compete for the 
reserved vacancies in the Indian Administrative Service. 

6. Attempts at the examination,—(1) No candidate shall be permitted to com¬ 
pete more than two times at the examination: 

Provided that a candidate who had not attained the age specified In clause (ii) 
or regulation 4 on the 1st August of the year in which he joined the bre-Commis- 
sion training In the Armed Forces of the Union, but had attained that age on the 
1st August of the year succeeding the year in which he joined the pre-Commission 
training, shall be permitted to compete only once at the examination. 

Note 1.—A candidate shall he deemed to have competed at the examination 
if he actually appears in any one or more subjecls. 

Note 2.-—In computing the number attempts by a candidate under this regula¬ 
tion, an attempt, if any, made by such candidate at the examination 
held under the Indian Administrative Service (Released Emergency 
Commissioned and Short Service Commissioned Officers) (Appointment 
by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1966, shall also be taken 
account. 

(2) Save as may otherwise he notified from time to time by the Central 
Go-Cernment in the Official Gazette, 

(i) a candidate who is eligible to take only one chance must take the 

examination held In the year preceding the year of his release; 

(ii) a candidate who is eligible to take two chances must take the examina¬ 

tion held in the year preceding the year of his release and the year 
of his release. 

6, Disqualiflcation for admlswion to examination.—Any attempt on the part of 
a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by 
the Commission to disqualify him for admission to the examination, 

7. Commission’s decllfion to be final.—The decision of the Commission as to the 
eligibility or otherwise of the candidate for admission to the examination shall be 
final and no candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not (been issued by 
the Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 

H Commission to forward list of anccessful candidates.—The Commission shall 
forward to the Central Government a list arranged in order of merit of the candi¬ 
dates who have qualified by such standards as the Commission may determine, 
and of the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
who though not qualified by those standards are declared by the Commission to 
he suitable for appointment to the Service with due regard to the maintenance 
of efficiency of administration and the .said list shall alscT^e published for general 
information. 
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D. Appointment of candlSates.— (1) Subject to the pTovisions of regulations 
10, 11, 13 and 14, candidates will be considered for appointment to the reserved 
vacancies in the order in which their namc,s appear in the list. 

(21 (a) If on the results of the examination, sufficient number of qualified 
candidates is not available to fill the reserved vacancies, the unfilled vacancies 
shall be treated as unreserved and filled on the results of the competitive exami¬ 
nation referred to in clause (a) of sub-rule (1) of rule 4 of the recruitment rules; 
but corresponding number of vacancies shall be carried forward to the next 
succeeding year or years, subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3): 

Provided that the vacancies so carried forward shall always be utilised first 
except in the last year of the scheme of reservations, 

(b) If the number of qulified candidates is greater than the number of vacan¬ 
cies reserved for the released Emergency Commissioned and Shqrf "Service Comm¬ 
issioned officers, the names of those w'ho are not appointed shall be kept on the 
waiting Ust or lists for appointment against the quota of vacancie.=. reserved for 
them in the succeeding year or years. 

(3) The total number of vacancies reserved for the released Einergency 
Commissioned and Short Service Connmissioned officers, and for the flTffliber,'? of 
the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes under any rule or order for the 
time being in force shall not exceed in any year 45 percent of the total number 
of vacancies to be filled in that year through the competitive examination and 
selection referred to in clause (a) and clause (aaj respectively of sub-rule (1) 
of rule 4 of the recruitment rules. 

10. Reservation of vacancies for meinbers of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. —(1) In pursuance of rule 7A of the recruitment rules, 15 per 
cent and 74 per cent of the available vacancies shall be reserved for candidates 
who are members of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes respectively. 

(2) In filling the vacancies so reserved, candidates who are members of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes shall be considered for appointment 
in the order in which their names appear in the list irrespective of their relative 
rank as compared with other candidates. 

11. Disqualification for appointment.— No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 
spouse living, or 

(bl who, having a spouse living, has entered into or conli acted a marriage 
with any person, 

sliall be eligible for appointment to the Service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this regulation. 

12 . Candidates to be debarred from admission to examination, employment etc., 

In certain circumstances.. —A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission guilty of Impersonation or of submitting fabricated document or docu¬ 
ments which have been tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or of suppressing material information or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall 
or otherwise resorting to any other Irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination ma.V, in addition to redonnp hable to a 

criminal prosecution:— 

(a) be debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(i) by the Commission from admission to any examination or .appearance 

at any Interview held by the Commission for selection of candi¬ 
dates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment under the Government, 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, If he is 

already in service under Government.

13. Candidates found medically unfit not to be appointed to Service.—-No candl- 

'date shall be appointed to the Service who after such medical examination as the 
'Central Government may prescribe Is not found to toe in good mental or bodily 
Ihealth and free from any mental or physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of the duties of the Service. 

14. Power of Central Government to make Inquiries with regard to the suit¬ 
ability ol candidate for appointment. —The Inclusion of a candidates name in the 
list confers no right to appointment, unle.ss the Central Goyemment is satisfied, 
after such inquiry as may be considered necessary, that'tEe candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

15. Interpretation,—If ally doubt arifles as to the Interpretatloii of tfioM BegOM 

latlons, the Cential Government shall decide the same.

THE INDIAN POLICE SERVICE (EMERGENCY COMMISSIONED AND SHORT 

SERVICE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS) (APPOINTMENT BY COMPETI¬ 
TIVE EXAMINATION) REGULATIONS. 1971. 

G.S.R. 983,—In pursuance of rule 7A of the Indian Police Service (Recruit¬ 
ment) Rules, 1954, the Central Government, in consultation with the State 
Governments and the Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the 
following regulations, namely:— 

1. Short title, commencement and duration—(1) These regulations may bo 
called the Indian Police Service (Emergency Commissioned and Short Service 
Commissioned Officers) (Appointment by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 
1971, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

(3) They shall remain in force upto the 28th January, 1974. 
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2. Deflnltions.—(1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires,— 


(a) ‘available vacancies’ means the vacancies in the Service which, as deter¬ 

mined by the Central Government under the provisions of sub-rule 
(2) of rule 4 of the recruitment rules, are to be filled by released 
Emergency Commissioned or Short Service Commissioned Officers; 

(b) 'Commission' means the Union Public Service Commission; 

(c) ‘examination’ means a competitive examination for selection of released 

Emergency Commissioned or Short Service Commissioned Officers who 
were commissioned in the Armed Forces after the 1st Novemlber, 1902, 
for the purpose of filling vacancies in the All India and Central .Ser¬ 
vices (Class I and Class II) reserved for them, held at such intervals 
as the Central Gfovernment may. in consultation with the Commission, 
from time to time, determine; 

(d) ‘list’ means the list of candidates prepared under regulation 8; 

(e) ‘recruitment rules’ means the Indian Police Service (Recruitment) 

Rules, 1964; ( 

(f) ‘Release’ means— 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release according to a phased 

programme in the case of Emergency Commissioned Officers or 

(ii) release as per the scheduled year of release at the end of the tenure 

of their service in the case of Short Service Commissioned Ofllcers; or 

(ill) invalldment owing to a disability attributable to or aggravated by 
military service, from the Armed Forces of the Union, after a spell 
of service and not during or at the end of training, or during or at 
the end of Short Service Commission granted to cover the period of 
such training prior to being taken in actual service. 


Explanation .—Tlie expression “scheduled year of release” means— 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Commissioned Officers, the year f 

in which they are due for release in accordance with the phased 
programme approved by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the Short Service Commissioned Officers, the 

year in which their normal tenure of five years or three years as , 
Short Service Commissioned Officers is to expire. 

(g) ‘Scheduled Castes’ and ‘Scheduled ’Tribes’ shall have the same meanings 

as are assigned to them in clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 
366 of the Constitution; 

(h) ‘Service’ means the Indian Police Service. 


(2) All other words and expressions used in-these regulations and not defined 
but defined in the recruitment rules shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
to them in those rules. 


3. Holding of examination.—(1) The examination shall be conducted by the 
Commission in the manner notified by the Central (Tovernment from time to time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eRglbllity.—In order to be eligible to compete at the examina¬ 
tion, a candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely;— 

(i) Nationality,— 

(a) . He must be a citizen pf India; or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons as may, from time to 

time, he notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 
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(ii) Affe ,—He must not have attained the age of 24 years on the 1st Au^st 

of the ^ar in which he joined the pre-Commission training in the 
Armed Forces of the Union; 

Provided that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Service Commis¬ 
sioned Officer eligible to compete under the second proviso to clause (lii). 
not have attained on the crucial date aforesaid, such upper age limit, not exceeding 
24 years, as the Central Government may, having regard to the circumstances Qf 
The case, specify In this behalf: 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of o’a^i- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and such other 
categories of persons as may from time to time be notified in this behalf by the 
Central Government to the extent and subject to the conditions notified m respect 
of each category, 

(iii) Educational qualiflcations.^He must hold a degree of any Unlv^sity 

incorporated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India 
or otner educational institutes established by an Act of Parliament or 
declared to Ibe deemed as Universities under Section 3 of the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission Act. 1966 (3 of 1956), ot a foreign 

University approved by the Central Government from time to tune, 
or possess a qualification which has been recognised by the Central 
Government for the purposes of admission to the examination: 

Provided that— 

(a) in exceptional cases the Commission may treat as qualified a candidate 

who, though not possessing the qualification prescribed in this clause, 
has passed an examination, conducted by other institutes of a standard 
which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies the admission of the 
candidate to the examination; and 

(b) a candidate who is otherwise qualified but who has taken a degree from 

a foreign University, which is not approved bv the Central Govern¬ 
ment may also be admitted to the examination at the discretion of the 
Commission; 


Note.—A candidate who has appeared at an examination, the passing of which 
would render him eligible to appear at this examination, but has not been informed 
■of the result, may applv for admission to the examination. A candidate, who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also apply provided the 
qualifying examination Is completed before the commencement of this examination. 
Such candidates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but 
the admission would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancellation if 
they do not produce proof of haying passed the examination, as soon as possible, 
and in any case not later than tw.o months after the commencement of this 
examination; 


Provided further that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Service 
Commissioned Officer, who, when he appeared before a Service Selection Board as 
a candidate for the grant of Emergency Commission or Short Service Commission 
in the Armed Forces, was studying in a recognised institution, that is to say, a 
University or an institution affiliated to a University, for the award of the educa¬ 
tional qualification prescribed for direct recruitment to the Indian Police Service, 
but who, having discontinued his studies because of joining the Armed Forces 
did not acquire such qualification, shall be eligible to compete for the reserved 
■vacancies in the Indian Police Service. 

5. Attempts at the examination.—(1) No candidate shall be permitted to com¬ 
pete more than two times at the examination; 

Provided that a candidate who had not attained the age specified in clause (ii) 
■of regulation 4 on the 1st August of the year in which he joined the pre-Commis- 
sion training in the Armed Forces of the Union, hut had attained that age on the 
1st August of the year succeeding the year In which he joined the pre-Commission 
training, shall be permitted to compete only once at the examination. 

Note.— (l) A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the examination 
If he actually appears in any one or more subjects. 
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Note.—(2) In computing the number of attempts by a candidate under tlus 
regulation, an attempt, if any, made hy such candidate at the examination hela 
under the Indian Police Service (Released Emergency Commissioned and Short 
Service Commissioned Officers! (Appointment by Competitive Examination) Regu¬ 
lations, 1966, shall also he taken into account. 


(2) Save as may otherwise be notified from time to lime by the Central 
Government in the Official Gazette, 


(i) a candidate who is eligible to take only one chance must take the exami¬ 

nation held in the year preceding the year of his release; 

(ii) a candidate who is eligible to take two chances must take the examina¬ 

tion held in the year preceding the year of his release and the year 
of his release. 


6. Disqualification for admission to examination.—Any attempt on the part of 
a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by 
the Commission to disqualify him for admission to the examination, 


7, Commission's decision to be final. —The decision of the Commission as to the 
■eligibility or otherwise of the candidate for admission to the examination shall be 
.toal and no candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by 
the Commission shall he admitted to the examination. 

8. Commission to forward list of successful candidates.—The Commission shall 
forward to the Central Government, a list arranged in order of merit of the 
candidates who have qualified by such standards as the Commission may deter¬ 
mine, and of the candidates belonging to tire Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes who though not qualified (by those standards are declared by the Commis¬ 
sion to be suitable for annointment to the Service with due regard to the main¬ 
tenance, of efficiency of administration and the said list shall also be published for- 
general information. 

candidates—(1) Subject to the provisions of regulation.s 10, 
11, 13 and 14, candidates will be considered for appointment to the reserved 
vacancies in the order in which their names appear in the list. 

(2) (a) If on the results of the examination sufficient number of qualified 
candidates is not available to fill the reserved vacancies, the unfilled vacancies 
shall be treated as unre.served and filled on the result.s of the competitive exami¬ 
nation referred to in clause (a) of .sub-rule (1) of rule 4 of the recruitment rulcs- 
but corresponding number of vacancies shall be carried forward to the next 
succeeding year or years, subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3); 

Provided that the vacancies so carried forward shall always be utilised first 
except in the last year of the scheme of reservations. 

((b) If the number of qualified candidates is greater than the number of 
vacancies reserved for the released Emergency Commissioned and Short Service 
Commis.sioned Officers, the names of those who are not appointed shall be kept on 
the waiting list or lists for appointment against the quota of vacancies reserved 
for them in the .succeeding year or years. 

(3) The total number of vacancies reserved for the released Emergency Com¬ 
missioned and Short Service Commissioned Officers and for the members of the- 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes under any rule or order tor the time 
being in force shall not exceed in any year 90 per cent of the total number of 
vacancies to be filled in that year through the competitive examination and selec¬ 
tion referred to In clause (a) and clause (aa) respectively of sub-rule (1) of rula 
4 of the recruitment rules. 


10. Reservation of vacancies for members of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes.—(1) In pursuance of rule 7A of the recruitment rules, 15 per cent and VJ 

E er cent of the available vacancies shall be reserved for candidates who are mem- 
ers of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes respectively. 

(2) In filling the vacancies so reserved, candidates who are members of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes shall be considered for appointment 
in the order in which their names appear In the list irrespective erf their relative 
rank as compared with other candidates 
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U Disqualification for appointment. —^No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted Q marriage with a person having a 
spouse living, or 

(lb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any. person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the Service; 

Provided that Ihe Central Government may, if .satisfied that such marriage Is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this regulation. 

12. Candidates to be debarred from admission to examination, employment etc,, 
in certain circumstances. —A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated document or docu¬ 
ments which have been tampered with or of making statements which are in¬ 
correct or false or of suppressing material information or of using or E^tteinpting 
to use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination 
hall or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to" the examination may. in addition to rendering himself liable t» a 
criminal prosecution;— 

(a) be debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(i) by the Commission from admission to any examination or oppearanca 
at any Interview held by tbc Commission for selection of candE 
dates; and 

(il) by the Central Government from employment under the Government, 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, if he is 

already in service under Government. 

13. Candidates found medically unfit not to be appointed to ServiW.^No candi¬ 
date shall be appointed to the Service who after such medical examination as the 
Central Government may prescribe is not found to be in good mental or bodily 
health and free from any mental or physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of the duties of the Service. 

14. Power of Central Government to make inquiries with regard to the suit¬ 
ability of candidate for appointment.—The Inclusion of a candidate’s name in the 
list confers no right to appointment, unless the Central Government is satisfied, 
after such inquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
In all respects for appointment to the Service. 

13. Interpretation.—If any doubt arises as to the interpretation of these Regu¬ 
lations, the Central Government shall decide the same.
